POOD  POISONING-. 


There  were  no  notified  cases  but  a  sharp  outbreak  of  gastro-intestinal 
illness  at  the  Grammar  School  served  as  a  reminder  of  the  tome  your  staff  may 
be  called  upon  at  any  time  to  devote  to  close  investigation  before  reliable 
conclusions  can  be  arrived  at.  This  outbreak  was  eventually  determined  to  be 
due  to  "epidemic  vomiting”,  a  very  acute  and  relatively  mild  condition  of  virus 
origin,  possessing  high  infectivity  and  nuisance  value  and  affecting  particularly 
communities  of  school  children.  A  brief  outline  of  results  is  given  below: - 

Twenty  five  pupils  became  ill  during  three  days,  nineteen  of  whom  had  partaken  of 
the  only  school  meal  which  could  possibly  be  incriminated.  Samples  of  the  meal 
were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  and  proved  blameless.  The  school  kitchen  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory  though  one  or  two  minor  structural  improvements  were 
subsequently  recommended.  The  kitchen  staff  were  found  to  be  blameless. 

The  incidence  figures  were  interesting  and  revealing,  as  follows: - 


Incidence  amongst  those  who  partook  of  school  dinner . .  6.6;'o 

Incidence  amongst  those  who  did  not  partake  of  school  dinner .  6.!$ 

Overall  incidence  in  entire  school,  comprising  pupils, 

staff  and  ono  visitor .  6.2$. 


Further  confirmation  was  obtained  over  a  week  later  when  information  was 
received  of  a  similar  attack,  though  with  a  much  higher  incidence  of  cases, 
occurring  at  the  same  time  in  a  school  many  miles  away.

Report  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Department  for  1958. 

¥ATJ3R  SUPPLY, 

The  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Company  is  the  statutory  water 
undertaking  for  the  area.  The  water  is  derived  from  a  deep  well  situated 
at  Vfalford  where  it  is  chlorinated  and  softened. 

II  samples  taken  from  main  supply  taps  wore  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis  and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

The  typical  analysis  of  the  water  given  in  my  report  for  1957  still  applies. 


J3RA3K&GE. 

X"a)  Main  Drainage  Scheme. 

Tenders  for  this  Scheme  were  considered  in  February,  1958.  After  further 
negotiations  with  the  Dorset  County  Council  with  regard  to  financial  assistance 
the  Council  agreed  to  accept  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Bosworth  and  Wake  ford  Ltd., 

-  £515,752.19*7d  -  which  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government. 


After  so  much  time,  thought  and  preparatory  work  by  the  Council  and  its 
officers  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  construction  work  was  commenced  in 
May,  1958.

(a)  Cont. 

During  the  period  ended  31st  December,  1958,  sewers  were  laid  in  the  Leigh 
Park  and  Valford  areas  and  in  Vest  Borough  and  East  Borough*  Also  a  good 
start  was  made  and  maintained  with  the  construction  of  idle  disposal  works. 

Nov/  that  main  drainage  is  underway  it  w ill  be  necessary  in  the  near  future 
to  consider  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  surface  water  drainage  to 
eliminate  flooding  in  Old  Road,  Poole  Corner  and  the  Greenclose,St.  Johns  Hill 
area. 

( b )  Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks. 

As  a  result  of  the  Council  ’  s  decision  that  certain  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  should  be  inspected  before  emptying,  the  total  number  emptied  during 
the  year  was  359>  a  reduction  of  97  on  last  year’s  total. 

Your  Cont Motors  reported  increasing  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  sites  for 
the  disposal  of  this  sewage  but  after  discussion  they  have  agreed  to  continue 
this  work  for  the  time  being  without  increasing  the  costs  of  same. 

(o)  Pail  Closets. 

Night  soil  was  collected  twice  a  week  from  715  premises,  a  reduction  of  3 
on  last  year*  s  total. 

The  system  of  collection  and  disposal  continues  as  in  previous  years* 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Arising  from  the  purchase  of  the  18  cubic  yard  dual-tip  vehicle  the  system 
was  completely  re-organised  and  is  now  working  efficiently* 

The  quantity  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year  increased 
by  29  tons  to  a  total  of  1032  tons*  Most  of  the  increase  is  due  to  the
